Paroles Workhouse Prisoner 
and Writes for Decision 
That Cost His Job. 


Judge Rodgers called the Court of 
General Sess'ons to order Friday just as 
if the Supreme Court had not decided 
24 hours before that there was no such 
thing as a Court of General Sessions. 
He paroled a Workhouse prisoner, then 
continued other cases and wrote to Jef- 
ferson City asking for official notice of 
the decision obliterating his tribunal. 

“It has been said that this ¢ourt was 
an expense to the city,” said Judge 
Rodgers to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“but I contend that it has saved the 
city $30,000 to $50,000. The prisoners it 
has discharged would, if their cases had 
gone before the criminal courts, have 
cost the city on an average $150 each, 
and I do not believe any of them would 
have been convicted. 

“I get my estimate of the expense of 
handling such cases from Clerk Nast 
of -the Circuit Court for Criminal 
Causes.”’ 

Roy Fish, an attorney, filed an affi- 
davit Friday that Clarence Moss, con- 
victed of burglary in the  criminel 
court and senténced to the Penitentiary, 
after having a preliminary hearing in 
Judge Rodgers’ court, was unlawfully 
convicted.

LIBERATING 


ARMY PINCHED 
IN BRAZIL 


Patriot Magali and Force of 
Eight Captured After 
Two Tragedies. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Nine men 
went to Brazil in November to con- 
quer a state of 2,000,000 inhabitants. 
Jail; one is in his 

grave. 

The leader was Sebastian ‘Magali, 
scion of a family of former political 
prominence in the State of Bahia. 

Eleven years ago, when Ferdinand 
Magali was defeated for office he left 
the country, located in New York and 
proc eeded to bring up his son, Sebastian, 
as his avenger. 

At the age of 22 Sebastian issued cir- 
culars setting forth the possibilities of 
adventurous aggression in Brazil and 
the large rewards that would accrue to 
those who would follow him south. 

Orgunizes Army of Bight. 

This Was the company that Sebastian 
enlisted: 

George Gordon, Scotchman, 30 years 
old; Herbert Pfarmobecker, American, 
21, commission agent; Davies Gram, 
English, 38, fornier Second Lievtenant 
in the British navy: Everitt W. Wilsdh,, 
American, 26, electrician, had served in 
the Uruguayan army; Eddie Vvyce, 
American, 25, bill collector for an ex- 
press. company at Hackensack, N. J.; 
George Kincaid, Canadian, 26, mail car- 
rier; Samuel R. Parker, American, 23, 
New York insurance agent, and Cecil 
Berer, Canadian, 30, actor. 

These nine, armed with revolvers and 
Winchesters, arrived Nov. 19, 1907, on the 
steamer. Byron from New York at 
Bahai, Brazil. The American Consul 
there says they spent the first day at 
a hotel, them satled for Lihees, in the 
southern part of Bahai, where they ar- 
rived .Nov. 22 in the khaki uniform of 
the United States army. They said they 
belonged to a circus and were on their 
way to the State of Minas, Goraea. 
‘The adventurers got horses from citi- 
zens of Lihees, ‘saying they would pay 
within a day or two. The citizens de- 
manded that the steeds be returned. The 
invaders refused. The police were noti- 
fied. Thereupon, the Consul says, Ma- 
gali and his company mounted the 
horses and proceeded to shoot up the 
town. 

cs Kills Policeman. 

This happened Nov. 25, 1907. One of 
the’ policemen was killed by Davies 
Gram, and Gram was killed a few mo- 
ments later. In the flight George Gor- 
don was wounded and took refuge in a 
house, Where he was arrested. 

All of the surviving invaders are in 
Jail at. Bahai awaiting trial. The trial 
is awaiting the recovery of the 
wounded. The Consul at Bahai is 
ports that all the prisoners are treated 
well and that he is looking out for 
their interests. 

Magali said after his arrest that his 
purpose had been to depose the Gover- 
nor.of Bahai. The American Consul 
Says that the expedition is regarded by 
the Brazilian authorities as the product 
of an immature and romantic brain. 
Had there been no killing it Is likely 
that the young men would be allowed to 
go with only slight punishment. As it 
is they must stand trial.

HUMBUG IN THE JUG TRADE. 

The liquor bill now before Congress, one of the 
most sweeping nullification measures ever pro- 
posed, is likely to become a law. It is supported 
for varying reasons by men who do not usually 
agree as to any political policy. ’ 

Ostensibly the bill is intended to keep liquor, 
now protected as a subject of interstate com- 
merce, out of states and counties where prohibi- 
tion obtains. In reality, it is a surrender by the 
United States Government of its constitutional 
rights in the..matter of interstate commerce, for 
it transfers its own powers to states and coun- 
ties. | 

With this law in force a prohibition State, like 
Georgia, where the public sale of liquor was con- 
fessedly interdicted in order to deprive the biacks 
of their supplies, would be able by appropriate 
legislation to seize interstate shipments to mem- 
bers of that race while leaving all the doors open 
tu the whites. 

In other states, where many counties are dry, 
local boards would exercise the same discretion- 
‘ary powers, so that the traffic in original pack- 
ages, now legalized by Federal laws of general ap- 
plication, would proceed as usual in the cases of 
those who might be favored by the domestic au- 
thorities. 

Since there is no pretense on the part of the 
authors of this measure that it, is anything more 
than an attempt to insure a liquor supply for 
some people while depriving others of the same 
privilege, the only real principle involved igenul- 
lification. The United States Government is to 
abdicate a sovereign power in favor-of various 
states and counties. 

Furthermore, it is to hand over authority which 
it has always exercised impartially to people 
who avow in advance a purpose io use it with 
partiality. Under no circumstances, except those 
involving « moral question, would such a propo- 
gition as this receive attention for an instant. 

If Congress is to legislate on the liquor prob- 
lem it should neither nullify nor delegate its 
powers. States and counties having prohibition 
l:ws might be taken at pheir word. There would 
be fewer such if the barrel, jug and bottle trade 
now sanctioned by Federal law were absolutely 
prohibited. 

The lively liquor traffic now going on in all 
dry districts by freight and express proves clear- 
iv enough without any open confessions such as 
those made in Co. gress that the main purpose of 
the so-caHed temperance reform is not to keep 
iitoxicants away from all paopte but out of the 
reach of some people. 

Localities may, if they will, indulge in this spe- 
cies of mock virtue, but it is small business for 
the Unitec States Government.

RUIT CAKE—One and one-half 
pounds of sugar, one and one-half 
pounds of butter, one and one- 

balf pounds of flour, two pounds of 
raisins, two pounds of currants, one 
pound of dates, one-half pound of citron, 
ene pound of prunes, one pound dried 
figs, 18 eggs, two tablespoonfuls of mace, 
tablespoonfuls of cloves, one tea- 
spoonful of soda. Cream» butter and 
sugar, add spices, then yolks of eggs 
well beaten, then the flour, reserving 
one-third of the full amount of flour 
to dredge over the fruit.

J. A. Sanger, druggist at 4110 St. Louis 
avenue, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that it had always been his observation 
that property in any neighborhood de- 
preciated when negroes went there to 
live. 

“Rents go down 2 or 30 per cent when 
negroes move into a _ neighborhood,” 
Sanger declared, ‘‘and that is what will 
happen here if they put up that school. 
We don’t propose to let them do it, and 
will fight to the last ditch. 

Speedway Is Feared. 

“Why, the Cass avenue cars will be- 
come a Jim Crow line if the school is 
located here. This neighborhood is al- 
ready too thickly settled with white 
people to permit such a thing.” 

Dr. W. H. White, a physician at 
Sarah street and St. Louis avenue, dis- 
cussing the plan to teach negro boys 
to become chauffeurs, said St. Louis 
avenue would become their speedway 
if the school was located in that neigh- 
borhood. Other districts, he said, gare 
better sulted for the school. ; 

Mullen said the white residents there- 
about had agreed to stand together and 
fight the negro school with all their 
power. He spoke with bitterness, and 
intimated that if mass meetings and 
formal protests fail, more extreme 
measures would be resorted to, but he 
would not say what he meant by this. 


Residents Determined. 

“There is already a negro school at 
St. Louls and Lambden avenues,”’ Mul- 
len said. “It looks as if the School 
Board wanted to make this neighbor- 
hood a negro settlement. Well, we 
Won't stand for it.”
